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King Launches Great $7,500,- 
000 Battle Craft at Ports- 
mouth Navy Yard.

FIGHTS FOUR MILES OFF 








Will Carry Ten 12-Inch Guns 
Instead of Four Like Or- 
dinary Warships. 


PORTSMOUTH, England, Feb. 10.— 
The monster battleship Dreadnought, 
which, when finished, will have cost 
$7,500,000, was launched here today by 
King Edward. 

The ceremony was the most simple 
possible, the King having vetoed all 
decorations and pageantry on account 
of the death of his father-in-law, King 
Christian. There was a moment of sus- 
pense after the King touched the elec- 
tric button, removing the last block, as 
the huge ship hesitated and appeared 
reluctant to take the water. But im- 
mediately she glided down the ways in 


safety. 

Among the occupants of the royal 
Stand were the American naval at- 
tache, Lieutenant-Commander John H. 
Gibbons, and the other attaches, the 
admiralty officials and a few privileged 
persons. 


Great Speed in Building. 


The launch of the Dreadnought, the 
largest and most powerful battleship of 
the world’s navies, marks the first stage 
in what the British admiralty claims 
as the greatest achievement in naval 
construction. .On Oct. 2, 1905, only a 
few days ov er four months ago, work 
was begun at Portsmouth on the ves- 
sel, the first of what is to be known 
as the Dreadnaught class. The prom- 
was made then that she would be 
launched within six months. Another 
12 months, all going well, the Dread- 
nought will be commissioned and join 
the Atlantic fleet, thus beating all pre- 
vious records in battleship pullding by 
six months. 


Embodies Lessons of War. 
The chief reason for this dispatch is 


that the ship is to some extent an ex- 


periment and it is desired to give her a 
good trial before commericing construc- 
tion on any more of her class. Great 
Britain, it will be remembered, was the 
only power which had attaches or ob- 
servers on Japanese ships during the 
Russo-Japanese war, while expert Brit- 
ish constructors were given every oppor- 
tunity of learning wherein the ships of 
Japan proved weak or strong. 

the Dreadnought is the outcome of 
their observations, an embodiment of 
the lessons of the late war in the Far 
East, a ship apparently invincible, capa-

Guns Are All Enormous. 


In a great sea fight the Dreadnought 
will be able to discharge every minute 
19 projectiles weighing 850 pounds, with 
sufficient velocity to send tnem % 
miles or to penetrate about 16 inches 
of the hardest armor at a range of 
about two miles. Unlike all British and 
foreign battleships built in the past 30 
years, the new addition to the fleet 
will carry no weapon smaller than the 
great 12-inch piece except 18 three- 
inch quickfirers for repelling attacks by 
torpedo craft. She will mount neither 
§.2-inch, 7.5-inch nor 6-inch guns: she 
wili be the biggest warship afloat and 
she will have only the biggest and 
most powerful guns.

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FOLK’S TAX PLAN. 

By forcing public attention to ‘abuses under the 
existing system of State taxation, Gov. Folk’s com- 
mission niay focus a public sentiment which will 
compel far-reaching reforms. 

The worst abuse of the present is the evasion of 
taxation through which it is believed, on long ac- 
cumulated evidence, that hundreds of millions in the 
securities of corporations held in Missouri go vir- 


see 





tually untaxed. 

The evasion of taxation on these and other forms 
of personal property is so notorious that the Gover- 
nor, supposably in despair, proposes, or is under- 
stood to propose, to exempt personal property alto- 
gether and introduce a change of system under 
which, in his judgment, taxation would be more 
nearly equal in the sense of the constitution. 

Such a change, however, could not be made by the 
Legislature on the recommendation of a commis- 
sion. The constitution rightly considers the power 
to levy taxes and to exempt from levy, basic in any 
system of government. 

Under section 6 of article 10 it enumerates as 
forms of property which may be exempted from 
taxation in Missouri, property of towns and cities, 
of cemeteries, of schools and churches and also prop- 
erty used by charitable, agricultural and horticul- 
tural societies. After stating the limits of the ex- 
emptions in these specially enumerated cases, it 
adds: 

“Section Seven—Other Exemptions Void—Alli laws 
exempting property from taxation other than the 
property above enumerated, shall be void.” 

In view of this prohibition, Gov. Folk, to secure 
the exemption of personal property from taxation, 
would be obliged to secure first the amendment of 
the existing. constitution. 

As the principle involved involves a Virtual change 
of the whole existing system, he might best reach the 
end in view by a constitutional convention, in which 
the people of the State could pass on the whole sub- 
ject of taxation and its evasion. They could also 
pass upon other questions of law which could be 
best reached through a new constitution.

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Famous Trotting Horseman Charged With Gaining the Memphis 
Gold Cup With Major Delmar Because Billings’ 
Mare Was Poisoned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The American 
today says: 

The most sensational! turf scandal of 
recent years was revealed last night 
when it became known that E. E. 
Smathers, the millionaire horseman, had 
been accused of knowing that drugs had 
been administered to Lou Dillon, C. J. 
G. Billings’ famous trotter, when at 
Memphis, in October, 1904, Smathers, 
driving his own horse, Maj. Delmar, 
beat Lou Dillon. : 


“The gold cup, worth $5000, which 
Smathers won at that time, has been 
taken by a Deputy Sheriff out of Smath- 
ers’ sulte in the Pierrepont and is now 
in the Sheriff's office. Mr. Smathers, 
when seen last night, said the cup had 
been seized before he learned of the 
startling accusations. 


“On Wednesday, while was out of 
town, Deputy Sheriff John Murray went 
to the Pierrepont, and. after demanding 
admittance, showed the butler a writ of 
' yeplevin for the cup, which was _ sur- 
rendered. 

Smathers returned to his apartments 
yesterday, and, on learning of the seiz- 
ure of the cup, was furious. An attor- 
ney was at once retained, and it was 
found that only a few hours of the 
three days allowed by law remained in 
which he might deposit a bond for the 
cup indicating that he would fight the 
writ. He hurried to the Sheriff's office 
and deposited a bond for $7000. 

“In-the Memphis race a man named 
Saunders drove the Billings horse, which 
had just previously added to the lau- 
rels of the Billings stable by defeating 
Maj. Delmar. At that time a man 
named George W. Speer was Smath- 
ers’ trainer. ; 

“After thinking over the situation, 
Smathers sent his lawyer down to the 
office of Parker, Hatch and Sheehan, 
the attorneys who procured the writ. 
There he learned that the proceedings 
had been begun by Murray Howe, tlie 
secretary of the Memphis Racing As- 
sociation, who had supervision over the 
meeting at which Maj. Delmar 
Lou Wjllon in two straight heats. 
tached to the complaint were affidavits 
made by two men named John Speer ana 
Millard Saunders.

Before 
the race Lou Dillon had worked close 
to the record and she was favorite in 
the betting, although Major Delmar was 
at the top of his form. In the first heat 
Lou Dillon, driveh by Mr. Billings, went 
well to the half-mile post and _ then 
dropped back hopelessly beaten. When 
the horses were brought out for the sec- 
ond heat, it was decided by Millard San- 
ders of the Billings stable, and a veter- 
inary that the mare had “thumps” and 
Mr. Billings drove the second heat mere- 
ly to give the event the appearance of 
a race.

Odessa Has Over Fifty Cases 
and Two Have Resulted 
in Death. 


OWINGSVILLE, Ky., Feb. 10.—As a 
result of a pecullar ailment which is 
diagnosed as measles by physicians, 
two deaths have occurred in the Odessa 
section of this county witkiz an hour 
or two of each other. 


The dead are Mrs. William Snedegar, 

ed about 40, and Maggie Jones, aged 

out 13. Mrs. Snedegar had been af- 
flicted with the malady for a week or 
two, but had apparently recovered. 
Monday, however, she suffered a_re- 
lapse, being seized with choking spells. 
from which the disease is identified, and 
continued il] until last night, when 
death resulted. The Jones child died in 
a similar manner. 

There are about fifty cases in the 
Odessa section, but these are the first 
deaths The Bath County Board of 
Health will take action regarding the 
epidemic immediately. The people at- 
tacked by the disease suffer all symp- 
toms of measies, and break out with 
pimples, but are seized almost at once 
with severe choking spells. Entire fam- 
ilies are affected, and four more of the 
Jones child's family are down with the 
disease.
